Tho small pox scaro in Thatcher 
scorns to bo about over 
It was on 
Christmas that Mrs 
Layton 
first 
took sick and up to date no now 
cases havo dovoloped 
and it is be 
lieved that no 
inoro will 
for 
no 
ono has been 
exposed 
sinco 
the 
quarantine was established 
and if 
any woro exposed beforo 
sufficient 
timo has now oiapsea lor it to mako 
its appearance 
Thoro is a division of opinion as 
to tho genuineness of tho disease 
but tho city fathers and citizens of 
Thatcher 
took tlio 
only sensiblo 
course 
whon 
thoy 
established 
a 
strict quarantine and discontinued 
all publio gatherings 
for they were 
assured by Dr Lovo that tho di- 
sease

was small pox although in an 
exceptionally mild form 
But even 
if it should prove not to bo small 
pox their action was wiso for thoy
